10. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 8, wherein the Costs of Funds represents an expense 
generated by lending funds. 

11. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 4, wherein the Asset/liability Management Spread 
comprises a difference between maturity characteristics of funds lent.
